ATDRESS T0 THE JOTH COMMUNIST PARTY CONGRESS

Comrades)! Pernit me to express my gratitude in the neme of our
Congress to all fraternal parties and gyoups, representatives oi which
honored. our Congress with their presence, or who sent messages to the
Congress, for thelyr fraternal greetings, lor their wishes of success, for

theilr trust. (Stormy, prolonged applause.)

To us this trust is especilally valuable. It denotes the readiness
to support our Party in its struggle for the bright future of the
pacples, in its struggle against war, in its struggle to safeguard peace,

It would be erroneous to think that our Farty, which has become a
mighty force, no longer needs support. This is not true. Our Party and
our country alweys necded and will need trust, sympatby, and support

of fraternal peoples abroad.

A particular feature of thls support lics in the fact that every
support of the peaceful strivings of our Party by any fraternal party
denotes at the same time the support of its own people in the struggle to
preserve pesce. When, in 1915-1919 British workers, dvring the armed
attack of the British bourgeoisie on the Soviet Union, organized a
struggle against war under the slogen "Hands OFf Russia,” this was support,
support primerily of the struggle of their owm people for peace and,

furthermore, also support of the Soviet Union.

When Comrade Thorez or Comrade Togliatti state that their peoples
will not Tight apgainst the peoples of the Soviet Union (stormy appleuse)
then this is support, primarily, of the French and Italian workers and
peasants struggling for peace, and, sccondarily, support of the peace-
loving strivings of the Soviet Unlon. This pecullarity of mutuel support
i5 explained by the fact that the interests of our Party not only do not
contradict, but, on the contrary, merge with the interests of peace-loving

peoples. (Stormy epplause.)
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As vegords the Soviet Union, ite interests are ingeparsble from
the cavse of peace. Cur Party cannot be indeblted o fratornal narties,
end it must ia its turn render them support and also support their
peoples in their struggle for liberation, in thelr strugsle for the
preservation of pesce. As is known, this 1s Jjust the way it acts.

AT er our Party had come inte power in 1917 and after the Perty had
undertaxen real measures for the liguidation of the cepitalist and land=-
ovmers' oppression, the representatives of freternal parties, admiring
the courage amd suenesses of our Party, had given it the nzme of a

"shock brigade" of the world revoluticnery and workers' movement.

By this means they expressed The hope that the successes of the
"chock brigeda” will alleviste the position of the peoples languishing
under the oppression of cepitalism. T thirk that our Party justified
these hopes, especially during the second world war, when the Soviet Union
roubed the Germen and Japanese fasclst tyranny spd liberated the peoples

of Eurcpe and Agia from the threat of fescist slavery. {Stormy applause.)

Neturally, it was very difficult %o fulfill this honcrable rcle vhile
the "shock brigade” was the one and only and vhlle it had to fulfill this
advance role practically singlebanded. Now natters are very dilfferent.
When feom Chine and Koreca o Czechoslovakia and Hungary, rew "shock
brigades" have appeared in the form of popular democratic countries, it
has become easier for our Party to struggle, and work has become more

A1l Communist, democratic, workers' or peasants' parties which have
not yet come to power and vhich continue to work under the heel of
Draconlc bourgeois laws deserve opecinl attention. For them, of course,
1t is more difficult to work. However, it is not so difficult to work as
it was for us, Russian Communists, during the tsarist period when the

smallest movement of progress vas considered the heaviest crime. However,
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Russian Communists stood Tirm; they were not frighiened by difficulties

ond emerged victoricus. It will be the same with these partiles.

Why will it pot be so difficult for thece parties to work, as
compared with the Russian Communists of the tsarist perind? Becauge they
sec before them such examples of successes as exist in the Soviet Unlcn
and in the pecple's democratic countries., Conseguently, they can learn
from the mistekes and by the successes of these countries and can thus
elleviate thelr work, Secondly, because the bourgeolsie itself, the
chie? enemy of the liberation movement, has changed, has become radically
differcnt, has become more reactlonary, has lost the ties with the people
and has thus weakened itself., It is undersiandeble that this clrcumstance
must in the same wey alleviate the work of the revolutionary end democratic

parties, (Stormy applauvse.)

Pormerly the bourgeoisic permitted 1tself to be "liberal” and defended
democratic frecdoms, thus creating popularity for itsell among the people.
Now no trace of liberalism remeins. There is no so-called persopnsl freedom,
Pergsonal rights are acknovledged for peopls who have capital, and all
other citizens are comsidered raw humen material sultable only for
exploitation. The principle of equality among peoples and natlons has
been trampled and has been replaced by the principle of full rights for
the exploiting minority end no rights for the explolited majority of citizens.

The banrier of bourgeois democratic rights has been thrown overboard.

T think that this bamner will have to be raised by you, the represen=
tatives of Communist and democratic parties, and carried forwerd by you
if you want to rally around you the mejority of the peoples, No one else

can raise it. (Stormy, prolonged applause.)

Formerly the bourgeoisie was considered the head of o nation. It
defonded the rights and independence of a nation and placed them above
everything., WNow no trace rcmains of the 'national principle.” Now the

bourgecisie sells the rights and independence of the nation for dollars.
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The barner of naticral indspendence and of national sovereipnty has been

thrown overboard,

Mere can be no doubt that thls henner «rt13 have to be raised by
you, representatives of Commumist and demceratic perties, ond carried
forward if you want to be patrlots of your country, if you wanb to become
the leading force of the natlion., There is no one else to ralse it.

(Stormy epplausc.)

Thus the matter stands at present, It 1s obvious that ell thesg
cirvoumstences must lighten the work of all Compmunist and dzmocrabic
parties which have not yet come to power. Conaequcntly,‘there ig every
yesson to expect the successes and victory of fraternal parties in the

countries under the domination of cepital. (Stormy applavse. )
